2. “ixty persons from the county of Stendal volunteered Jor a paratroop 

unit which is to be establishec. Medical examiners feurd only 22 of them 
physically fit for service. These were reported to the Ministry of the 
Interior in Berlin on special duplicate lists, 


3. The Minister of the Interior ordered the SED to report to the Volkspolizei 
all trusted party members or irdividuals from other parties and organi 2s-- 
tions, Before this information was submitted to the Volkspolizei it was 
supplemented with a report from the SED information center on the persons 
concerned, ‘The lists were immediately forwarded from the Volkspolizel 
to the Ministry of the Interior, without following official channels. 
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
